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THE JEDDAH-MECCA RAILWAY. 


The idea of a Jeddeh-Mecca Railway is nt 
as new as the attention which it seems lately 
to hive evoked from certain qnarters, says 8 
correspondent in the “Morning Post.” Ovman 
Nari Pacha, Vali: f the Hedjaz, some eighteen 
years ago, was as anxious to execate the projeet 
as was the Sherif of Mecca to oppose it. Sherif 
Aun er Rafik was brother to his - predecessor 
who died by the hand of a beggar, and was born 
of the tribe from which Mohamed Ali sought an 
Emir when he deposed the chief of the Dawi 
(thalib from that position in panishment of his 
Wahabite sympathies. He was as reactionary 
as his rival the P-cha was progressive ; but the 
Pacha’s attitade towards reform appeared so 
new and anaccountable that the incredulity of 
the natives ie not to be wondered at. The 
hostility <f the Emir effectively prevented the 
constru: tion of the railway, though even then 
the scheme fall far short of maturity, and he 
wa3 farther ableto destroy the waterworks 
with which the Vali had furvished thirsty | | 


Jeddah. On more than one occasion since that 
time the realisation cf ths project has seemed | _ 


a possibility and half-hearted negotiations have 
taken place. Three years ago the Sherif appear- 
ed ready to acqaiesce and the initiative of a 
B:itish firm to meet with its reward in obtain- 


ing the concession, bat before the Sherif’s 
death, which occarred last Augast, the question 
had again fallea into abeyance: 

The present raler of the Holy City, Sherif 
Ali Pacha, is a man of enlightened views. Tha 
great Ataba tribe, of which he was a foster 
child, is entirely under his inflaence, and the 
Harbs and Arabs of the desert from Jeddah 
and Yambo to Mecca and Medina ander his 
control. Blackmajiling has ceased, and the pil- 
grim of the futare, so the optimists declare, is 
never again to be the victim of this final inci- 
dent of hia journey. The tribes receive from 
Tarkey a toll of grain, and grain and money 
from the Government of Egypt, on coadition that 

the Hajj is not to be molested. This payment 
is the eqaivalent of the European Castoms or 
ootroi, and is fair to both parties when it 
terms are adhered to. But the theory that the 
pilgrim should pass upon his way, free ot 
charge since his Government has already paid, 
is frequently very different from the practice ; 
for pleasant as it is to think ofa solution 20 
simple and effective, it must be remembered 
that these contribations have to pass throagh 
a number of hands,and often are greatly dimin- 
ished in quantity at their destination. The 
Persians also pay the tribes certain pascage 
dues, known as ‘rafik,” from long-established 
cnstom. When from one reason or another the 
stipulated payment is not forthsoming the 
Arabs refase to argae and help themselves 
from the pilgrims. Then, indeed, the trath of a 
man’s faitb, the sincerity of his creed, under- 
goes an ordeal which must have proved too 
hard a test for any but the most passionate 
conviction. A Hadji might come in peace 
from Java, a Bokhari might, and sometimes 
does, achieve his journey without changing bis 
clothes until the ceremony of the Ihram, when 
at his journey’s end the pilgrim dons his 
two white garments, but from that mo- 
ment his hope of absolution risked ship- 
wreck; the labour of his land or sestaring 
might be lost, for with the goal almost in 
sight the remission of sins had to be won scross 
borning sands that held the prospect of attack 
and the possibility of death or nakedness ina 
strange country. One resalt of constructing a 
railway would be toend this state of things. — 

At the present moment the Hedjez line is 
advancing surely and not very slowly, and 
seems likely to reach completion within three 
or four yeare. Though engingared by foreigner, 
it is being constructed by the Tarke, and will 
be a completely Ottoman railroad, and as such 
it must nece3sarily gratly facilitate the sup- 
pression of avy revolt. It is more than possible 
that as an offset to the Turkish line from 
Akaba the Sherif may be anxious to builda 
railway to Jeddsh, which shall be entirely his, 
and which, after all, is only acticipating what 
must come when the Holy City is a terminas. 
Constantinople would probably be the obstacle 
to such a scheme, since it would entail condi- 
tions that the Saltan’s Government might not 
appreciate, Unless its constraction is pat into 
the hands of a German firm, its disadvantages 
and the possibility of its being even a danger 
will be urgently expounded to the Saltan by 
his Earopean advisere. [t will doubtless be 
impressed upon him that such a line mast be 
another channel for foreign intrigue. 

Bat the other side of the question will or 
perh+ps is being put before his Maje-ty. 
Those arguments which suggest that Stamboo! 
would do well to anticipate Mecca, avd that, 
were the matter in the hands of tha “honest 
broker,” sure gasrantees could be given, will 
not be forgotten.

THE PILGRIMAGE.

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THE AKABA AFFAIR. - 


STILL NO NEWS. 


ATTITUDE OF THE SULTAN. 


\From our CoRRESPONDENT.) 
Suez, Friday. 

The cruiser Nonr-el-Bahr retarned to Saez 
from Akaba last Thoreday, and H.H.S. Aida 
sailed hence for Akaba yesterday afternoon with 
despatches and provisions for H.M.S. Diana. 

The situation at Akaba seems to be unchang- 
ed, and all information is strictly withheld by 
all the crewe, 

Says the “Globe” :— 

There is one carious point to be observed 
about the frontier dispute between Egypt and 
Turkey, which is that as Egypt is nominally 
one of the vilayete of the Turkish Empire the 
question would seem to be not so much one 
of the frontiers of two States as of the boan- 
daries of a province. Bat Egypt has been 
practically an independent State since the 
time of Mohamed Ali, and the frontiers in the 
Sinaitic peninsula were regulated as long ago 
as 1°40 by the Convention of London, which 
turned the Egyptians out of Syria. The Porte 
is bound to respect this Convention, and is 
powerless to violate its terms, but ita action 
in the matter is doubtless directed not so 
much against Egypt as against this country. 
Turkey has always viewed with the greatest 
dislike the extension of British influence *in 
the Sadan, and the opening of Port Sudan 
has seemed to call for some reply on her part 
The fortification of Akabs, at the head oz 
the golf of that name, in connection with the 
Hedjaz railway, will, it is hoped by the Sal- 
tan’s advisers, neutralise the increased infla- 
ence of Great Britain in the Red Sea brought 
about by Port Sodan, and itis this, rather 
than the prospect of the flank attack on the 
Sinaitic peninsula, which has prompted the 
move. At the bottom of the whole thing is 
the Sultan’s fear that he is losing ground in 
the Holy Places, and the Hedjaz railway and 
the Akaba incident are the means by which 
he hopes to hold his own in the eyes of the 
Faithfal.

KHEDIVIAL AGRICULTURAL 
SOCIETY. 


(From our CoRREsPoNDENT). 
Tant+h, March 14. 

A meeting of the Khedivial Agricultural 
Society was held at Shebin el Kom on the 11th 
inst., under the presidency of H.E. the Mondir 
ot Menonfieb. Many omdehs, notables, and 
farmers of Shebin, Tala, and Qnesna Markazas 
were prereat. A similar meeting was held on 
the 12th inet. at Menouf, where the omdehs of 
Menoof and Ashmoon attended and the 
Mondir 5 resided. 

At '1 a.m. the Mondir opened the proceed- 
ings. He explained to those present the objects 
of the meeting which was called to deal prin- 
cipally with the reappearance of cattle plague 
in the country and the necessity for caltivating 
cotton on only one-third of the whole area 
possessed by every person. 

His Excellency, leaving the second point for 
Hospy Ef., the seoretary of the society (whom 
be rightly described as being a specialist in 
agricultural matters). dealt with the first point. 
He stated that it was every man’s duty to 
combat the ravages of cattle plague, whore 
reappearance in Egypt he regretted very mucb. 
He advised them to send information to the 
authorities as soon as apy suspicious case oc- 
curred. ‘T'o show the asrembly how the Govern- 
ment works for the good of the people, the 
Mondir read to them the circular issued by 
the Government to the effect that it was ready 
to pay the owners of any cattle killed by the 
authorities. Healro pointed outto them the 
advantage and necessity of inoculation. 

At the conclusion of the Moudir’s speech 
Hoeny Eff. rore ard dwelt on the second sub- 
ject. He stated that ths continvation of an 
excess in cotton plantation would one day 
make Egypt a welcome home for famine. 
Picturing ‘0 the audience the benefit of allot- 
ting one-third only of their plantations for 
cotton, Hosny Eff. stated that by adopting 
this scheme the following advantages would be 
derived -—1. The fertility of the land would 
be maintained ; 2. A good way of p'anting 
other crops such as beans, etc, would be found 
easy and attainable; 3. Land soaking will not 
have an opportunity to exist ; 4. Water will be 
spared to enable other crops to be grown ; 
5. Workmen's wages will decrease ; 6. The 
dampness of the atmosphere will be hindered 
and thos no insects uor malarial diseases will 
threaten the country (as a role, the larger the 
cotton area ir, the damper the climate grows) ; 
7. Cotton will be improved and threads wonld 
be rendered smooth and long ; ®. When the 
cotton is 80 improved it will naturally be sold 
ata higher price ; 9. There will be an increase 
in the wheat and maize crops and conseq uent- 
ly the prices of victuals for man and beast will 
fall ; 10. By the fall of prices cattle can easily 
be reared and weli served ; 11. The feddan,
